The  Academy 
Award-nominated  actor  is  launching 
a  cartoon  version  of  Takashi  Okazaki's 
epic  comic  of  swordplay  and  seventies 
hairdos,  Afro  Samurai.  The  five-part 
series  is  slated  to  begin  in  January 
on  Spike  TV. 

Okazaki’s  black  samurai  is  the 
second-best  sword  fighter  in  a  law¬ 
less  technology-speckled  dystopia.” 
When  the  best  fighter,  Justice  (popular 
voice-over  actor  Ron  Perlman),  kills 
Afro's  pops,  our  hero  sets  off  to  avenge 
his  father's  death.  Lots  of  spewing  blood 
and  flying  limbs  ensue.  "I  remember 
watching  Soul  Train,"  Okazaki  says. 

“I  liked  the  music  and  the  people  with 
Afro  hair  in  the  seventies.  I  got  my 
inspiration  from  them,  Afro's  head- 
band  comes  from  Jimi  Hendrix." 

When  Jackson  heard  about  the  proj¬ 
ect,  he  immediately  attached  himself, 
exec-producing  and  voicing  Afro.  (Kelly 
Hu,  whose  Deathstrike  character  had 
that  incredible  claw-slashing  fight  with 
Wolverine  in  X2,  has  signed  on  as  well.) 
Jackson  also  has  become  close  friends 
with  Okazaki.  “We  sing  karaoke  togeth¬ 
er,"  Okazaki  says.  'Journey's  Separate 
Ways.' "  Don't  let  that  scare  you.  Wu- 
Tang  Clan's  RZA,  who  scored  the  Kill 
Bill  films,  is  creating  the  soundtrack  for 
Afro  Samurai 


Afro  Samurai  is  due  to  arrive  on 
DVD  in  March  2007.

who  voices  the  bad  guy  in  Afro  Samurai,  is  known  for 
his  work  in  another  comic-book  project,  Hettboy,  which  recently  made  its 
way  onto  TV  screens  in  an  animated  version  on  the  Cartoon  Network. 


In  the  comics  and  the  2004  live-ac¬ 
tion  hit,  Hellboy  and  his  pals  at  the 
Bureau  for  Paranormal  Research  and 
Defense  are  “the  world’s  first  and  last 
line  of  defense  against  the  dark  pow¬ 
ers  that  threaten  mankind."  Hellboy: 
Sword  of  Storms,  written  by  Hellboy 
creator  Mike  Mignola  and  producer 
Tad  Stones,  brought  that  fight  to  the 
Cartoon  Network. 

In  Sword  of  Storms,  the  twin  de¬ 
mons  Thunder  and  Lightning  possess 
a  professor  and  try  to  awaken  some 
vicious  dragons,  so  Hellboy  uses  the 
Sword  of  Storms  to  transport  him¬ 
self  to  a  world  of  Japanese  folklore.

HOSER  HORROR

Americans  have  a  thirst  for  horror.  Gore- 
fests  like  Hostel  and  the  Saw  franchise 
are  scaring  the  crap  out  of  audiences— 
not  to  mention  raking  in  big  bucks  at  the 
box  office  and  the  video  store.  And  while 
recently  we’ve  been  getting  our  thrills  and 
chills  from  the  Far  East,  with  Korea’s  Old- 
boy  building  a  cult  following  and  remakes 
of  the  Japanese  Grudge  and  Ring  mov¬ 
ies  becoming  huge  hits,  we’ve  ignored 
our  neighbors  to  the  north.  But  Canada 
has  been  churning  out  groundbreaking 
horror  movies  for  45  years,  and  a  remake 
of  the  1 974  Canuck  classic  Black  Christ¬ 
mas  is  arriving  in  theaters  on — when 
else? — Christmas.  American  audiences 
might  finally  notice  the  twisted  vision  of 
those  friendly  folks  with  funny  accents. 

The  most  famous  Canadian  filmmaker, 
David  Cronenberg  (A  History  of  Violence), 
prefaced  his  Hollywood  career  by  inspir- 
ing  nightmares  in  Canadian  audiences 


with  1 975’s  Shivers,  about  a  killer  parasite 
in  a  luxury  high-rise;  the  1 977  vampire 
flick  Rabid;  and  1979's  The  Brood,  about 
a  woman’s  inner  demons  let  loose  in  the 
form  of  sexless,  disfigured  dwarves.  Oth¬ 
er  Canadian  horror  films  have  left  their 
mark.  Peter  Carters  1 977  Rituals ,  about 
a  mysterious  psycho  wreaking  havoc  on 
a  group  of  doctors  in  the  woods,  was  a 
prototype  for  the  hugely  successful  Blair 
Witch  Project  according  to  Caelum  Vatns- 
dal,  author  of  They  Came  From  Within:  A 
History  of  Canadian  Horror  Cinema. 

Black  Christmas,  from  director  Bob 
Clark  (who’s  actually  American  but  has 
worked  in  the  Canadian  film  industry  for 
decades),  is  the  original  slasher  movie, 
though  the  honor  is  often  incorrectly  be¬ 
stowed  on  John  Carpenter’s  Halloween, 
which  hit  screens  four  years  later. 

But  why  haven't  Canadian  films  gotten 
more  attention?  Paul  Corupe,  who  runs 
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the  horror  site  Canuxploitation.com.  says 
theaters  in  Canada  are  dominated  by 
Hollywood  fare.  Even  more  recent  Cana¬ 
dian  cult  favorites  like  the  1995  teenage- 
werewolf  bloodbath  Ginger  Snaps  (which 
spawned  two  sequels)  and  2005’s  The 
Dark  Hours,  a  critical  darling  and  a 
crowd-pleaser  at  FanTasia,  Canadas 
premier  horror  and  fantasy  festival,  were 
hard  to  find  in  theaters.  Plus,  filmmakers 
go  out  of  their  way  to  mask  their  movies' 
Canadian  origins,  hoping  that  if  people 
think  they're  American,  they'll  do  better  at 
the  box  office.  The  more  American  flags 
you  see  on-screen,  the  more  likely  it  is  to 
be  a  Canadian  movie,”  says  Vatnsdal. 

“But  they  can’t  help  showing  their  roots.” 

In  fact,  Canadian  films  are  more  psy¬ 
chologically  frightening  and  subversive 
than  their  Hollywood  counterparts,  deal¬ 
ing  more  in  the  mind-fuck  than  the  gross- 
out.  That's  not  to  say  that  Canadian-style 
horror  skimps  on  signature  scenes  of 
blood  and  guts.  The  climax  of  The  Brood 
— in  which  the  mother  rips  a  newborn  out 
of  her  mutant  uterus  and  licks  it  clean—is 
one  of  the  most  nauseating  sequences 
ever  put  on  celluloid.  And  the  image  of  the 
victimized  shrink  in  The  Dark  Hours  dis¬ 
membering  someone  with  a  pair  of  pliers 
is  impossible  to  erase  from  your  mind. 

Now,  hoser  horror  is  ready  for  a  full 
assault  on  America.  Hostel  director  Eli 
Roth  has  signed  on  to  remake  Clark’s 
Dead  of  Night  Clark  is  working  on  five 
high-profile  movies,  including  a  remake  of 
his  1972  zombie  flick,  Children  Shouldn't 
Play  With  Dead  Things,  which  he  de¬ 
scribes  as  “Monty  Python  meets  Night  of 
the  Living  Dead"  Will  this  surge  spark  an 
interest  in  Canadian  horror  classics?  Will 
audiences  even  realize  the  films  are  Ca¬ 
nadian?  We  don't  know,  but  we  are  sure 
they’ll  be  scared  shitless.

This  exquisite  Spanish-language  film  may  be  the  defining 
masterpiece  of  del  Toro’s  entire  body  of  work.  The  fantasy 
flick/thriller  is  set  in  1940s  Spain,  in  a  countryside  populated 
by  rebels  fighting  the  fascist  regime.  It  is  the  story  of  a  little 
girl,  her  very  pregnant  and  ill  mother,  and  a  sadistic  army 
captain  (Lopez,  in  the  most  stunningly  evil  role  this  year). 
The  girl  exists  in  two  worlds:  a  fantasy  realm  filled  with  giant 


frogs,  fairies,  and  fawns:  and  a  reality  in  which  innocents 
are  tortured  and  her  brother  may  kill  her  mother  just  by  be¬ 
ing  born.  Pan's  Labyrinth  shows  us  that  even  in  the  most 
violent  and  despicable  of  times,  there  are  children  who 
dream  and  women  who  fight,  and  although  they  don't  al¬ 
ways  win,  they  find  triumph  in  their  loss.  This  film  is  brilliant 
and  I  was  in  tears  at  the  end  simply  because  it  was  over.

Given  his  resume,  Gibson  can  make  any  film  he  wants.  He  opted  to  do  a 
movie  about  the  fall  of  the  Mayan  empire  ...  at  least  that’s  what  the  trailers 
would  have  you  believe.  Instead,  the  film-  Gibson’s  best  work  to  date  as  a 
director — is  an  action-adventure  thriller  with  its  roots  firmly  in  B  action  mov¬ 
ies.  (Well,  except  that  the  dialogue  is  entirely  in  Yucatec,  a  little-known  dia¬ 
lect  used  by  Mayan  descendants  in  Mexico,  Belize,  and  Guatemala.) 

The  story  begins  in  a  small  village  of  natives  who  hunt  in  the  jungle  and 
live  the  simple  life.  Then  a  warrior  party  from  the  metropolitan  Mayan  em¬ 
pire  comes  hunting  for  slaves  and  sacrifices  to  appease  their  gods.  On  the 
surface,  the  film  is  one  man’s  struggle  to  keep  his  family  together,  but  you 
could  say  it’s  a  metaphor  for  a  government  run  by  fearmongers  who  exploit 
the  impoverished  in  order  to  keep  the  sheepish  populace  from  discovering 
its  leaders'  weaknesses — not  the  least  of  which  is  the  raping  of  their  envi¬ 
ronment.  Apocalypto  is  more  than  an  action  film,  but  it  sure  thrills  like  one. 


Bug 

(Dec.  22;  Lionsgate)  Ashley  Judd,  Michael  Shannon

If  you  know  of  Friedkin,  it’s  probably  from  his  work  in  the  seventies,  namely 
The  French  Connection  and  The  Exorcist.  This  is  the  great  Friedkin  of  old. 
Bug  comes  from  a  near-perfect  play  of  the  same  name,  which  took  place 
exclusively  inside  an  Oklahoma  motel  room.  It  dealt  with  a  lonely  woman 
and  a  new  guy  in  town.  It  dealt  with  love,  and  how  far  you  would  go  for 
love.  Would  you  go  insane  for  love?  Would  you  buy  into  your  lover's  de¬ 
mentia?  Would  you  see  bugs  in  your  body  and  carve  them  out? 

Shannon  and  Judd  deliver  performances  that  are  among  the  best  of  the 
year.  Shannon  is  astonishing  as  a  man  back  from  the  first  Gulf  War,  while 
Judd  is  a  barmaid  with  no  reason  to  go  home.  And  to  make  sure  you  see  it, 
I’ll  drop  the  film-reviewer  highbrow  to  reveal  that  Judd  is  full-frontally  nude 
multiple  times — once  while  soaking  wet.  Don’t  mistake  it  for  a  spank  film, 
though.  Bug  is  a  brilliant  yet  freaky  movie  that  veers  far  off  the  normal  path.

Anthony  Swofford’s  memoir  about  the  first  Gulf  War,  Jarhead,  helped  define  the 
battlefield  experience  for  a  generation.  Can  his  fiction  debut,  Exit  A— a  wicked, 
erotic,  and  irreverent  coming-of-age  story— redefine  the  great  American  novel? 


Exit  A  explores  the  romantic  entangle¬ 
ments  of  two  military  brats  in  Tokyo — a 
teenage  football  player  and  a  Bonnie 
Parker  wannabe  in  search  of  a  Clyde. 

How  is  writing  a  memoir  different 
from  writing  a  novel? 

Writing  a  novel  is  a  more  sophisticated 
thing  emotionally,  and  it  takes  more 
time,  at  least  for  me.  When  you're  writ¬ 
ing  a  memoir,  the  beginning  and  the 
end  are  figured  out.  With  a  novel, 
you’re  kind  of  in  the  jungle,  plowing 
through  the  dark.  There  are  many 
places  where  you  can  make  a  wrong 
turn  and  end  up  dead. 

Where  does  your  drive  to  write 
come  from? 

As  I’ve  said  in  Jarhead  and  Exit  A,  the 
darkness  of  war  reverberated  through 
my  childhood.  My  father  a  lovely  man 
but  a  damaged  man,  was  a  career 
military  man,  So  was  his  father.  At  an 
early  age,  I  was  forced  to  make  sense 
of  the  world  by  myself,  on  my  own 
terms,  and  that's  what  a  writer  does; 
with  each  book,  he  tries  to  make 
sense  of  the  world  in  a  new  way. 

Also,  my  father  was  a  pretty  strict 
disciplinarian.  Those  military  methods 
carried  over  into  the  household,  which 
left  me  ...  Well,  I  think  I  was  pretty 
voiceless.  All  children  are,  to  some 
extent.  But  that  feeling  of  being  with¬ 
out  a  voice  was  probably  an  early 
marker  that  I  was  one  day  going  to 
become  a  writer. 

Three  very  different  fathers  loom 
over  the  young  lovers  in  Exit  A.  It 
feels  autobiographical. 

Fathers  are  a  big  deal  in  this  book. 

You  can  see  my  own  search  for  a  fa¬ 
ther  and  father  figures  in  it.  Two  of 
these  fathers  are,  in  ways,  facets  of 
my  own;  and  fathers  of  friends  of  mine. 


And  then  in  many  ways  the  third  father, 
Yoshida,  is  the  proxy.  In  my  years 
after  being  in  the  Marine  Corps,  I’ve 
spent  a  lot  of  time  with  male  mentors 
in  writing  and  publishing  who  have 
become  proxy  fathers  to  me.  Yoshida 
is  in  the  book  to  offer  a  father  to  char¬ 
acters  who  need  one. 

In  Exit  A,  there  are  outlaws  and 
there  are  soldiers.  What’s  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  them? 

They're  both  outsiders.  No  matter  how 
popular  or  unpopular  a  war  is,  today  in 
America  a  soldier  is  an  outsider.  When 
I  wrote  Jarhead \  I  was  writing  as  an 
outsider,  and  I  think  it  reads  like  the 
work  of  an  outsider.  The  fact  is,  people 


don't  really  want  to  know  what  we're 
asking  kids  to  do  in  war.  That’s  why 
we’re  shocked  when  there’s  slaughter 
or  rape  or  murder.  But  how  shocked 
can  we  really  be?  We’ve  trained  these 
young  men.  given  them  weaponry, 
and  induced  this  psychosis  that  sets 
them  up  for  combat.  I  wrote  Exit  A  to 
open  up  this  world  and  the  long-term 
results  of  warfare,  which  are  vast. 
You’ve  had  offers  to  return  to  the 
battlefield  as  a  writer.  Have  you  con¬ 
sidered  it? 

A  few  different  magazines  and  papers 
have  asked  me  to  go  over  there  and 
write  for  them,  but  I  don't  really  want  to 
be  in  a  war  zone  with  a  pencil.  It’s

fucked  up  enough  with  a  gun.  But 
have  a  lot  of  respect  for  all  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  over  there,  whether  they’re 
carrying  pencils  or  guns. 

When  you  worked  as  a  bank  teller, 
you  were  held  up  at  gunpoint. 

We  were  locking  up  at  closing  time 
when  this  guy  showed  up  saying  he 
needed  to  make  a  withdrawal,  so  the 
manager  let  him  in  and  locked  the 
door  behind  him.  The  guy  lifted  up  his 
sweatshirt  and  he  had,  I  think,  a  .38 
stuffed  down  the  front  of  his  pants.  I 
was  kind  of  freaked  out.  I  was  fresh 
out  of  the  Marines.  I'm  pretty  tough. 

I’m  pretty  dumb.  So  I  just  stared  at  him 
for  a  minute.  He  said,  "You  need  to 
give  me  your  money.”  And  I  said,  “Sir,  I 
can't  do  that,”  which  was  a  pretty  fuck¬ 
ing  dumb  thing  to  do.  He  said,  ‘Well,  I 
can  blow  your  motherfucking  head 
off,"  and  that’s  when  I  said,  “Right, 
okay"  and  I  did  what  he  asked. 

What’s  funny  is,  because  it  was  the 
end  of  the  day  I  was  counting  all  my 
cash,  like  $30,000  or  $40,000,  but  he 
didn’t  see  that.  He  just  reached  over 
the  counter,  swept  his  hand  through 
my  till,  and  got  a  couple  thousand  in 
hundreds.  But  then  he  was  locked  in 
the  bank.  He  started  kicking  the  doors, 
trying  to  get  out.  He  broke  one  of  the 
locks  and  one  of  the  managers  ran 
over  and  said,  “Excuse  me,  sir,  let  me 
get  that  for  you."  And  the  guy  took  off. 

I  didn't  work  in  the  bank  much  lon¬ 
ger  [laughs].  I  risked  my  life  with  the 
Marine  Corps,  but  it  didn’t  seem  worth 
risking  my  life  for  a  $12-an-hour  job  in 
college. 

You  wrote  a  short  but  vivid  se¬ 
quence  in  Exit  A  about  eating  dog  in 
Vietnam. 

I  spent  a  lot  of  time  in  Vietnam  walking 
around,  passing  by  these  dog  restau¬ 
rants.  It  truly  is  a  delicacy  there.  When 
you  eat  it  on  the  new  moon,  it’s  sup¬ 
posed  to  give  you  some  sort  of  spiri¬ 
tual  power.  It's  good  for  your  body.  It’s 
cleansing. 

You’re  not  going  to  tell  me  whether 
or  not  you’ve  eaten  it,  are  you? 
[Laughs]  I  shouldn't  comment  on 
that

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You’ve  said  that  this  is  the 
closest  incubus  has  come  to 
the  band  you  wanted  it  to  be.

"nail  the  trick.”  By  pressing  down  both  analog  sticks  simultaneously  we  activated  a  slow- 
motion  mode  in  which  the  analog  sticks  represented  our  feet  and  the  controller  was  the 
board.  This  really  shows  off  the  new  technology  and  puts  a  fresh  spin  on  an  old  franchise.

Worse  yet,  she  never  wants  to  have  sex  when  her  parents  stay  over, 
even  though  our  bedroom  is  far  from  the  room  where  they  sleep.  How  can  I  get  her  to  act  more  like 
herself  in  their  presence? — E.K.,  Virginia 

Sigmund  Freud  once  said  that  it’s  not  just  two  people  in  bed,  it's  six:  you,  your  lover,  your  mother, 
your  father,  your  lover's  mother,  and  your  lover’s  father.  In  their  physical  presence,  she  regresses  to 
an  innocent  and  obedient  little  girl,  which  is  the  way  they  may  regard  her— or  an  image  she  thinks 
they  stil  have  of  her.  It's  similar  to  people  whose  parents  were  not  publicly  affectionate.  She 
probably  fears  they'll  look  down  on  her  if  she  shows  her  sexual  side  in  their  presence,  and  that 
apprehension  may  even  affect  her  desire  for  sex  when  they  are  around.  Indulge  her.  In  time,  she 
may  overcome  these  issues,  especially  after  you’re  married— when  sex  is  'permitted."  And  hey,  if 
she  doesn’t  get  over  it,  that’ll  just  be  another  reason  to  avoid  seeing  your  in-laws  too  often. 

Speedy  Finish 

I  suffer  from  severe  premature 
ejaculation,  and  it's  gotten  worse  since 
my  divorce.  My  wife  always  complained 
that  I  came  too  soon,  and  I've  de¬ 
veloped  a  real  complex  about  it.  I’m 
really  embarrassed,  especially  because 
I  often  come  at  the  point  of  insertion. 

What  can  I  do  to  make  myself  last 
longer? — B.P.,  Massachusetts 

The  first  thing  you  should  do  is  consult 
your  physician  to  rule  out  a  medical 
condition.  A  sizable  percentage  of  men 
suffering  from  early  ejaculation  have 
an  inflamed  prostate.  Since  your  pre¬ 
mature  ejaculation  seems  to  be  exac¬ 
erbated  by  your  anxiety  (and  possibly 
post-divorce  depression),  your  physi¬ 
cian  may  recommend  an  antidepres¬ 
sant.  It  will  help  relieve  anxiety  and,  as 
a  welcome  side  effect,  delay  ejacula¬ 
tion.  If  you  decide  not  to  take  the  phar¬ 
maceutical  route,  you  might  want  to  try 
a  botanical  solution  called  Deferol 
(Deferol.com),  which  naturally  slows 
the  pre-ejaculatory  serotonin  surge. 

Other  options  include  desensitizing 
creams  and  penis  rings.  Many  men 
also  report  greater  ejaculatory  control 
after  training  their  pelvic  muscles 
through  Kegel  exercises.  Contract  the 
same  muscles  you  would  use  to  stop 
urinating  midstream.  Hold  each  con¬ 
traction  for  ten  seconds,  ten  times, 
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at  least  three  times  a  day. 

That  said,  the  long-term  solution  is 
likely  psychological.  You  must  learn  to 
identify  an  impending  “point  of  no  re¬ 
turn"  and  lower  your  arousal  prior  to 
that  point.  Some  men  are  able  to  do 
this  by  rapidly  contracting  their  pelvic 
muscles,  or  by  applying  pressure  be¬ 
tween  the  anus  and  scrotum  to  stop 
from  coming.  Others  focus  on  nonsex- 
ual  thoughts.  Another  technique  is  the 


stop-start  or  squeeze-pause  method 
(pioneered  by  Masters  and  Johnson), 
whereby  you  stop  or  slow  down  inter¬ 
course  when  you  are  getting  close  to 
orgasm,  then  restart  once  the  urge  to 
ejaculate  has  subsided.  Obviously  this 
technique  requires  an  understanding 
partner,  but  you  can  practice  alone 
while  masturbating.  Finally,  you  may 
want  to  seek  counseling  to  get  rid  of 
the  negative  emotional  baggage  you're 
still  carrying  from  your  divorce. 


I've  been 
trying  to  meet  women  online ,  hoping 
that  once  they  get  to  know  me,  they 
will  like  me  for  my  personality  and  my 
intelligence .

I  guess  it  has 
something  to  do  with  wanting 
a  new  arena.  In  Oakland  we 
redid  the  Oakland-Alameda 
County  Coliseum  [now 
McAfee  Coliseum].  So  it 
might  not  look  that  good  from 
the  outside,  but  inside  it’s  a 
beautiful  place  to  play. 

The  Clippers  had  a  pretty 
good  season  fast  year.  How 
long  before  they  turn  back 
into  the  league  doormat? 
I'm  impressed  with  the  team

The  magazine  suggests 
that  readers  trace  the  tip  of 
their  nose  along  their  partners 
body  for  intense  stimulation. 

Turns  out  you  don’t  even 
have  to  make  contact  for  a 
touch  to  be  sexy  Red  book 
says.  There's  the  "Phantom 
Touch,”  during  which  you  lie 
naked  on  the  bed  while  your 
lover  runs  her  hands  over 
your  body  without  actually 
touching  you.

There's  no  question  2006  was  a  busy  year  for  the  blonde 
bombshell:  She  gave  birth  to  her  first  child  (with  husband/ 
Bush  lead  singer  Gavin  Rossdale),  developed  new  lines 
for  her  clothing  label  L.A.M.B.,  and  got  to  work  on  the  fol¬ 
low-up  to  her  2004  solo  debut,  Love. Angel. Music. Baby. 
But  2007  will  be  even  more  hectic,  as  she  rides  the  wave 
of  her  second  album  and  completes  No  Doubt's  next 
record — on  top  of  her  parenting  and  designing  duties. 

Unlike  the  ska-inspired  pop  tracks  that  made  No  Doubt 
one  of  the  biggest  bands  of  the  nineties,  Stefani’s  solo 
work  was  more  electronic-based,  with  forays  into  hip-hop, 
including  guest  appearances  from  OutKast’s  Andre  3000 
and  Eve.  This  record  will  see  her  pairing  up  with  ex-boy- 
friend/No  Doubt  bassist  Tony  Kanal  and  Keane  pianist 
Tim  Rice-Oxley,  and  it  will  feature  songs  that  didn't  make 
the  first  disc,  including  tracks  with  cameos  from  hip-hop 
stars  Pharrell  Williams,  Akon,  and  Swizz  Beatz.  Stefani 
describes  it  as  definitely  another  dance  record  ...  but 
more  melodic  and  very  modern.” 

Less  has  been  confirmed  for  the  No  Doubt  album,  but 
the  band  is  at  work  on  their  first  full-length  release  since 
2001  's  Rock  Steady.  Stefani’s  first  solo  record  led  to  her 
gracing  the  covers  of  countless  magazines,  but  tn  2007 
she’ll  be  even  more  inescapable.  This  is  a  good  thing. 
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Erica  Ellyson,  an  architecture

Lighter 
pistons  and  connecting  rods 
reduce  reciprocating  mass,  and 
new  cams  are  quieter  and  more 
durable  than  before.  Also,  elec¬ 
tronic  fuel  injection  marks  the

transmission.

Speaking  of 
smooth,  the  Twin  Cam  96B  has 
twin  internal  counterbalancers  to 
further  quell  the  vibes.

The 
Softail  Custom,  a  veritable  love 
shack  on  wheels,  provides  a 
happy  home  for  the  96B.  A 
chopper  built  for  the  long  haul, 
the  Custom  sports  ape-hanger 
handlebars,  a  sixties-style  “king- 
and-queen"  stepped  seat  with  a 
sissy  bar,  laced  front  and  slotted 
rear  aluminum  wheels,  and  a  Fat 
Bob  fuel  tank.  Harley-Davidson 
may  have  launched  a  state-of- 
the-art  engine  with  the  96B,  but 
the  Softail  Custom  honors  the 
hog  heritage  loud  and  clear.

After  three  decades  of  continuous  refinement, 
Porsche  has  fine-tuned  the  911  Turbo  into  one  of  the  quickest, 

fastest,  and  smoothest  sports  cars  ever. 


Perhaps  no 
other  engine 
design  has  been 
massaged  as 
much  as  the 
Porsche  flat-six. 
The  Turbo  ver¬ 
sion  now  makes 
480  horse¬ 
power  and  460 
foot-pounds 
of  torque. 


The  first  turbocharged  Porsche 
9 1 1  came  to  the  United  States  33 
years  ago.

Porsche  has  harnessed  that 
barrage  of  power  with  a  new 
all-wheel-drive  system  that  uses 
computers,  sensors,  and  an 
electromagnetic  clutch  to  deliver 
power  to  all  four  of  the  sports 
car’s  monster  tires  in  response  to 
driving  conditions. 

The  traction  system  works 
hand  in  hand  with  the  91 1  Turbo’s 
active  suspension-management 
system,  using  continuously  adap¬ 
tive  shock  absorbers  that  offer 
normal  and  sport  modes  via  a 
dash-mounted  switch. 

The  brakes,  too,  have  been 
upgraded,  with  42  percent  more 
braking  area  (from  13-  to  13.8- 


inch  discs).  There  are  six-piston 
calipers  up  front  and  four-piston 
calipers  at  the  rear. 

The  91  Vs  short  wheelbase, 
slippery  shape,  low  height,  wide 
stance,  and  light  weight  enhance 
every  one  of  those  480  horse¬ 
power.

In  July  2005,  after  getting  frustrated  with  the  online  glut  of 
boring  and  poorly  shot  photos  of  so-called  alt-porn  women, 
Annaliese  Nielsen  was  inspired  to  start  a  Website  with  pro¬ 
vocative  pics  of  tattooed  and  pierced  models.  With  the  help 
of  two  talented  photographers,  GodsGirls  has  become  home 
to  more  than  a  hundred  models  in  less  than  two  years. 

Why  GodsGirls? 

“My  then-boyfriend  was  working  on  a  song  called  ‘God's 
Girls' with  his  band  Scarlet  Grey.  The  gist  of  the  song  is,  all 
the  girls  sold  their  souls  except  for  God  s  girls.'  He  suggested 
we  use  the  song's  name  for  the  site,  and  I  liked  iits  meaning 
and  the  idea  that  people  might  get  worked  up  about  it." 

Who  are  your  models? 

We  look  for  cute  girls  with  personality.  The  pictures  only 
account  for  60  percent  of  what  people  are  looking  for  on  the 
site.  We  want  it  to  be  a  balance  of  stuff,  not  just  a  bunch  of 
18-year-olds  with  crooked  haircuts.” 

What’s  one  of  your  craziest  photo  shoots? 

“Photographer  Matthew  Cooke  shot  girls  in  a  Laundromat  at 
3  p.m.  when  it  was  full  of  people.  He  had  Ava  and  Xanthia 
strip  off  their  clothes  and  put  them  in  the  washing  machines. 
They  were  running  around  completely  naked.  We’ve  been 
kicked  out  of  every  park  in  Los  Angeles,  every  national  re¬ 
serve,  every  tourist-spectacle  spot.” 

Do  you  have  modeling  experience? 

“I  used  to  model  a  few  years  ago.  I  lived  in  Florida  and  had 
long,  highlighted  blonde  hair.  But  I  lost  interest  in  pursuing  a 
career  in  the  commercial  fashion  industry.” 

When  will  we  see  your  photos  on  the  site? 

‘Not  anytime  soon.  I  have  too  much  power  to  make  it  all 
about  me.

Second  Act

A  little  more  than  five  years 

ago,  public  relations  diva 
Lizzie  Grubman,  then  30 
years  old,  ran  down  16  peo¬ 
ple  with  her  SUV  outside  a  Southamp¬ 
ton.  New  York,  nightclub.  The  incident 
made  headlines  for  months  and  was 
late-night  comedy  fodder  for  weeks. 
Dozens  of  parody  Websites  sprung  up 
that  mocked  Grubman1  s  real-life  night¬ 
mare.  But  for  the  petite  blonde  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Allen  Grubman,  one  of  America’s 
most  powerful  entertainment  attor 
neys,  it  was  no  laughing  matter.  Her 
life  as  a  privileged  party  princess  would 
never  be  the  same. 

In  the  wake  of  the  scandal,  the  vic¬ 
tims— some  seriously  injured- filed 
mifitimillion-dollar  lawsuits.  Grubman, 
who  for  legal  reasons  was  unable  to  ex¬ 
press  her  sorrow  and  regret  publicly, 
watched  her  PR  business  crumble  as 
her  lawyers  worked  with  prosecutors 
on  a  plea  agreement.  The  final  outcome 
sent  Grubman  to  prison  for  38  days  of 
a  60-day  term,  reportedly  spending 
only  one  hour  a  day  out  of  her  cell. 

I  first  met  Grubman  two  years  ago, 
and  even  thoug  1  i  she’s  frequently  ham¬ 
mered  in  the  gossip  pages,  to  me  she 
has  never  come  across  as  the  spoiled 
diva  the  tabloids  love  to  portray. 

After  the  rubble  from  the  negative 
media  attention  cleared,  Grubman 
dusted  herself  off  and  reemerged  as 
the  undisputed  queen  of  New  York 
nightlife.  Paris  Hilton,  Ashton  Kutcher, 
Leonardo  DiCaprio,  Howard  Stem  ... 
Grub  man’s  celebrity  roster  is  worth 


millions.  In  fact,  Grubman— who  be¬ 
came  almost  as  well-known  for  her 
rockin’  body  as  for  her  media  savvy - 
lias  morphed  herself  into  a  superstar. 
MTV  signed  her  to  a  four-year  deal  that 
included  2005’s  (now-defunct)  reality 
show  PoweR  Girls.  Grubman  is  back  on 
top  of  her  game,  only  this  time  around 
the  formerly  self-absorbed  star-maker 
is  humble,  happy,  and,  believe  it  or 
not,  nice ! 

We  caught  up  recently  with  a  very 
pregnant  Grubman  in  her  SoHo  office, 
where  we  chatted  about  that  infamous 
night  that  changed  her  life.  She  also  dis¬ 
pensed  free  PR  advice  to  some  of  Holly¬ 
wood’s  most  troubled  A- listers  (are  you 
reading  this,  Mel?),  and  of  course  we 
couldn’t  resist  asking  the  mom-to-be 
how  she  feels  about  getting  down  and 
dirty  between  the  sheets. 

Either  you’ve  been  snacking  on  donuts 
or  someone's  about  to  have  a  baby. 

Well,  I  always  wanted  children.  So  at  some 
point  I  knew  I  would  be  pregnant.  I  just  got 
married  in  March  and  I  realized  I  was 
pregnant  soon  after.  Everything  is  happen¬ 
ing  so  fast,  but  2006  was  a  good  year  for 
me.  So  many  good  things  happened  to 
me  on  a  personal  level.  I’m  really  happy. 
Boy  or  girl? 

Boy. 

Do  you  have  a  name  picked  out? 

His  name  is  Harry.  Short  for  Harrison.  He's 
named  after  my  grandfather. 

No  offense,  but  you  look  like  you’re 
about  to  explode!  Is  being  pregnant 
what  you  expected  it  to  be? 


Being  pregnant  is  a  tough  thing.  People 
don’t  realize  that  you’re  carrying  some¬ 
body  else  inside  of  you.  It’s  really  hard,  but 
the  outcome  is  unbelievable!  So  I’m  hap¬ 
py.  My  husband  [Chris  Stern]  is  the  most 
amazing  person  in  the  world.  I’m  so  hap¬ 
py  I  met  him! 

Let  us  stop  you  right  there.  Obviously 
you're  no  stranger  to  controversy,  but 
even  meeting  your  husband  was  scan¬ 
dalous.  According  to  the  gossip  pages, 
Stern  was  married  to  one  of  your  em¬ 
ployees  and  you  stole  him  away.  Well? 
[Laughs]  Controversy  follows  me!  I  got 
caught  up  in  a  bad  situation  The  reality 
was  that  Chris  was  having  marital  prob¬ 
lems.  He  and  I  go  way  back,  and  we  knew 
each  other  growing  up  Our  paths  would 
always  cross.  And  it  was  Chris  who  really 
changed  me  more  than  anything  else. 
But  did  you  steal  him  from  his  wife,  as 
was  reported? 

No.  He  had  introduced  me  to  his  wife  and 
asked  me  to  do  him  a  favor  and  hire  his 
wife,  so  I  did.  I  thought  she  was  a  great 
girl.  I  still  think  she’s  a  great  girl.  I  have 
nothing  against  her.  But  whatever  prob¬ 
lems  they  had  in  their  marriage  had  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  me.  I  don't  go  around  taking 
people’s  husbands. 

Are  you  saying  the  gossip  pages  lied? 

It  just  wasn't  true.  Chris  and  I  were  never 
together  while  he  was  married.  I  would 
never  do  that.  I  just  don’t  think  that’s  the 
right  thing  to  do  to  somebody. 

Celebrities  pay  a  small  fortune  for  peo¬ 
ple  like  you  to  put  a  positive  spin  on 
negative  stories.  How  good  are  you  at 
turning  around  your  own  bad  press? 
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I’m  great  at  doing  everyone  eise's  PR,  but 
Pm  not  great  at  doing  my  own.  But  listen, 
you  can't  believe  everything  you  read.  I 
know  that  more  than  anyone.  So  you  just 
have  to  grin  and  bear  it  sometimes.  I  didn’t 
like  the  fact  that  gossip  pages  were  writ¬ 
ing  that  I  stole  Chris  from  his  wife.  But  I 
wasn’t  going  to  get  in  a  fight  over  it.  I  just 
felt  bad  that  people’s  feelings  were  in¬ 
volved  . 

Yet  when  you  got  married,  you  invited 
nearly  every  New  York  gossip  reporter 
to  your  wedding. 

Only  the  ones  who  I’m  friends  with.  The 
reality  is.  I  only  invited  25  people  to  my 
wedding.  Then  we  had  a  dinner  and  a  big 
party  afterward.  We  got  married  on  St. 
Patrick’s  Day  and  we  wanted  to  celebrate. 
We  were  happy! 

Your  father  is  one  of  the  most  success¬ 
ful  entertainment  attorneys.  You  come 
from  a  lot  of  money.  Why  keep  putting 
yourself  out  there?  Let’s  face  it,  you 
don’t  have  to  work. 

Everyone  should  work.  Plus,  I  would  be 
bored.  I  would  be  completely  bored  with 
myself.  I  need  to  keep  going.  I've  recently 
slowed  down  because  of  my  current  con¬ 
dition,  but  I  just  love  what  I  do  and  it  makes 


Not  at  all.  The  reality  is  this:  I  have  a  four- 
year  deal  with  MTV  We  all  decided  not  to 
do  PoweR  Girls  again.  But  I  might  do 
something  else  with  them. 

It’s  been  more  than  five  years  since 
you  became  infamous  for  running  over 
16  people  with  an  SUV  outside  a  night¬ 
club  in  the  Hamptons.  How  do  you  feel 
about  discussing  it? 

I’m  still  in  a  position  where  I  have  one  civil 
suit  left,  and  I  can’t  talk  about  the  case  be¬ 
cause  of  it.  I'd  like  to  talk  about  it,  because 
for  once  I  would  like  people  to  understand 
what  happened  from  my  side.  But  the  re¬ 
ality  is  that  I  can’t  talk  about  it. 

Do  you  have  any  interest  in  meeting 
the  people  you  injured  that  night? 

I  wanted  to  at  the  time,  but  they  didn't 
want  to  meet  with  me. 

What  about  now? 

I  don't  think  they  have  any  interest  in  re¬ 
hashing  the  past. 

What  about  you?  Do  you  have  closure 
after  five  years? 

I’m  never  going  to  have  closure.  That  was 
a  horrible  thing. 

But  accidents  happen. 

But  you  can  still  feel  bad  about  it. 

So  you  carry  the  experience  with  you? 


Well,  you’ve  bounced  back  very  nicely. 

I  think  I  have  a  skill  in  publicity,  and  if 
you’re  good  at  something,  your  profes¬ 
sion  shouldn't  be  penalized.  I  think  my 
clients  always  understood  that  when  it 
comes  to  their  business,  I’m  the  best  for 
the  job.  So  they  continue  to  hire  me. 

But  you  have  to  admit  that  there  had  to 
have  been  some  doubt  that  you  would 
ever  have  a  career  again  after  prison. 
Of  course  there  was.  It  wasn’t  just  while  I 
was  in  jail.  It  was  from  the  minute  after  the 
car  accident.  I  always  questioned  my  fu¬ 
ture.  I  just  kept  saying  to  myself,  "It’s  going 
to  be  okay." 

About  a  year  ago,  we  saw  a  group  of 
construction  workers  give  you  a  stand¬ 
ing  ovation  as  you  walked  by.  Are  peo¬ 
ple  always  so  kind? 

People  are  so  nice  out  there  l  never  had  a 
problem  with  people  on  the  street.  I’ve 
been  so  lucky  to  meet  regular  people  I 
don’t  know  who  only  have  good  things  to 
say.  It  really  makes  me  feel  better. 

What  about  those  who  were  cruel  to 
you? 

They  were  never  cruel  to  my  face. 

You  don’t  hold  any  grudges  against 
those  who  relentlessly  mocked  you? 


me  happy  getting  other  people  the  results 
they  want,  which  is  getting  them  press.  I 
couldn’t  imagine  not  working. 

Speaking  of  not  working,  your  MTV  re¬ 
ality  show  PoweR  Girls  was  canceled 
after  just  one  season.  Looking  back, 
was  it  a  mistake? 

Absolutely  not!  No!  I  have  no  regrets.  We 
as  a  company  had  a  good  time  doing  it.  I 
do  regret  some  of  the  things  I  might  have 
said  while  the  cameras  were  on.  But  if  the 
cameras  are  on  you  1 2  hours  a  day.  even¬ 
tually  you’re  going  to  slip  up.  You  can't  be 
perfect.  Nobody  is  perfect  in  real  life. 
What  did  you  say  that  you  now  regret? 
[Laughs]  I  choose  not  to  remember! 
When  you  got  the  show,  many  of  your 
peers  in  PR  criticized  you  for  what  they 
perceived  as  you  putting  your  own  Hol¬ 
lywood  ambitions  over  your  clients. 

I’m  so  used  to  being  attacked.  I  don't  care 
if  my  peers  attack  me.  People  attack  me 
all  the  time.  But  that  show  wasn’t  meant  to 
be  for  my  peers.  It  was  meant  for  kids  in 
America  to  watch  and  learn  that  they  can 
have  fun  with  the  job  they’re  doing. 

Are  you  disappointed  the  show  got 
canceled? 


Of  course,  and  I  always  will. 

How  emotionally  draining  is  that? 

It  was  a  life-changing  experience.  Not 
only  for  me,  but  for  many  other  people. 

Some  feel  38  days  in  prison  was  too 
harsh  of  a  punishment,  but  others  think 
it  wasn’t  strict  enough.  Did  jail  time 
have  a  rehabilitative  effect  on  you? 

It  wasn't  jail  that  changed  me,  it  was  the 
accident  that  changed  me. 

What  was  it  like  in  jail? 

[Laughs]  What  doesn't  kill  me  only  makes 
me  stronger.  It  really  does.  It's  true! 

If  you  were  on  the  witness  stand,  we’d 
say  you  were  avoiding  the  question. 

I  really  don't  want  to  talk  about  it.  It’s  some¬ 
thing  I  don’t  like  to  share  with  people,  Let’s 

just  say  it  was  a  learning  experience . 

Something  happened  and  I  had  to  deal 
with  it.  But  it’s  the  past.  I  don’t  want  to  go 
back  into  the  past  and  relive  it  Talking 
about  my  time  in  jail  isn't  going  to  benefit 
you  or  me  at  the  end  of  the  day.  But  I  will 
tell  you  that  I  met  some  interesting  people 
in  jail 

Do  you  stay  in  contact  with  your  fellow 
inmates? 

No. 


I'm  talking  about  the  radio  personali¬ 
ties  and  tabloid  reporters. 

I  forget.  My  biggest  flaw  is  that  I  choose  to 
be  a  very  forgiving  person,  I  forget  the 
people  who  were  not  good  to  me. 

That’s  hard  to  believe. 

Look,  you  can't  live  life  dwelling  on  the 
past.  People  talk  about  me  all  the  time.  I 
know  that  people  talk  about  you  all  the 
time,  too.  People  talk  about  everyone.  It's 
human  nature  to  talk  about  people.  But 
I'm  not  going  to  let  one  or  two  people 
bother  me. 

There’s  a  Website  that  owns  your  name 
and  its  only  purpose  is  to  mock  you. 
Have  you  tried  to  shut  it  down? 

Is  it  still  there? 

It  sure  is. 

I  have  bigger  fish  to  fry  than  a  Website! 

But  it’s  your  name. 

I  could  easily  do  something.  At  the  time 
when  I  wanted  to,  it  wasn’t  worth  the  fight. 
And  now  I  just  don’t  care!  I  swear  I  don't 
care.  You  have  to  have  a  thick  skin,  I  lost 
my  mother,  I  lost  my  grandfather,  people 
were  hurt  in  a  car  accident.  This  Website 
is  the  least  of  my  worries.  If  those  people 
need  to  have  their  voices  heard,  let  them. 
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You're  not  the  only  celeb  who's  needed 
to  do  some  damage  control.  Many  peo¬ 
ple  feel  Britney  Spears  is  married  to  the 
wrong  guy  and  her  career  may  have 
fallen  beyond  repair.  Do  you  agree? 
Britney  was  one  of  my  first  clients.  She’s 
such  a  lovely,  sweet  girl.  She’s  Britney.  If 
she  wants  to  come  back  with  an  album 
that’s  going  to  be  number  one,  everyone 
will  forget  all  the  other  stuff.  If  you  have  tal¬ 
ent,  nobody  can  take  it  away  from  you. 
They  can  write  what  they  want  about  you, 
but  they  can’t  take  the  talent  from  you. 
What  did  you  think  of  her  embarrass¬ 
ing  Dateline  interview  with  Matt  Lauer? 
I  was  surprised  by  that  interview.  But  from 
what  I’m  told,  she  doesn't  allow  people  to 
tell  her  what  to  do  anymore.  Personally,  I 
never  would  have  allowed  her  to  do  that 
interview  chewing  gum  like  she  did.  It’s 
those  types  of  little  things  that  hurt  you. 
But  a  publicist  can  only  do  so  much.  If  the 
client  won’t  listen,  what  can  you  do? 
Lindsay  Lohan  was  publicly  humiliated 
by  a  harshly  worded  letter  she  received 
from  the  CEO  of  Morgan  Creek  Produc¬ 
tions,  who  threatened  to  fire  her  from 
the  film  Georgia  Rule  if  she  didn't 
change  her  partying  lifestyle.  Is  Lind¬ 


say  headed  for  disaster? 

Lindsay  is  doing  just  fine.  Everybody  just 
needs  to  leave  her  alone.  She’s  a  personal 
friend  of  mine  and  I  like  her.

She’s  only  20  years  old  and  she's 
still  making  movies  and  they're  still  hiring 
her.  She  doesn't  have  to  worry  until  they 
stop  hiring  her. 

But  isn’t  that  how  Tara  Reid’s  career 
began  to  fall  apart? 

Lindsay  has  a  fabulous  career.  She's  a 
great  actress.  Tara  never  really  got  to  that 
level.  They're  two  very  different  people,  I 
think  that  letter  probably  helped  Lindsay. 
But  who  knows  what  really  went  on  be¬ 
hind  the  scenes? 


You’re  her  friend.  Have  you  ever  told 
Lindsay,  “Listen,  take  it  from  someone 
who’s  been  there  and  done  that:  Slow 
down”? 

She  knows.  She  knows.  She  doesn’t  need 
me  to  tell  her  that.  Personally,  I  think  she’s 
okay.  Unfortunately  she’s  under  the  mi¬ 
croscope  so  people  give  her  a  harder 
time.  Lindsay  is  a  great  talent  and  a  really 
good  actress,  and  because  of  that  the  pa¬ 
parazzi  follow  her  all  day  long.  It’s  crazy. 
Celebrities  have  a  way  of  seeking  pub¬ 
licity  and  then  complaining  about  it 
later  when  they  can’t  control  it.  Don’t 
you  think  that’s  a  bit  hypocritical? 
That's  our  job  as  publicists.  That’s  why 
they  pay  us. 

What  do  you  enjoy  doing  more,  creat¬ 
ing  the  story  or  protecting  your  client 
after  the  story  makes  headlines? 

Both.  I  really  enjoy  both.  There's  fun  in  do¬ 
ing  damage  control.  I  think  people  under¬ 
estimate  publicists.  They  don't  know  what 
publicists  do.  We’re  kind  of  like  a  security 
blanket  for  celebrities,  and  when  it  comes 
to  the  media,  we  re  the  bad  cop. 
Syndicated  gossip  columnist  Liz  Smith 
wrote  that  publicists  are  ruining  Holly¬ 
wood  because  they’ve  become  too  con¬ 


trolling  of  stars’  lives.  Do  you  agree? 

That’s  not  the  way  I  behave.  My  clients 
should  be  in  the  press.  I  truly  believe  that 
if  it  weren't  for  the  press,  celebrities 
wouldn't  be  celebrities. 

In  your  opinion,  are  publicists  too  pro¬ 
tective  of  their  clients? 

Certain  ones  are.  But  I’m  not.  I  obviously 
don’t  want  my  celebrity  clients  misrepre¬ 
sented  in  the  media,  but  that’s  why  I’m 
very  friendly  with  the  press. 

Is  it  true  that  any  press  is  good  press? 

I  don't  believe  that  line.  Good  press  is 
good  press  and  bad  press  is  bad  press! 

You’ve  turned  terrible  press  into  gold. 

But  not  all  bad  press  is  true.  You  can't 


believe  everything  you  read. 

Paris  Hilton  only  has  negative  things 
written  about  her  and  she’s  on  top  of 
the  world. 

Yep.  She’s  bigger  than  life.  She's  a  tough 
girl.  Don’t  underestimate  Paris.  People  un¬ 
derestimated  her  for  too  long.  She's  a 
smart  girl. 

What  about  Tom  Cruise? 

!  feel  bad  for  him.  I  don't  know  him  per¬ 
sonally,  but  he  made  a  mistake  by  bring¬ 
ing  his  relationship  with  Katie  [Holmes]  to 
the  forefront.  [His]  antics  made  him  look  a 
little  weird  to  people.  I  thought  he  was 
over-the-top.  You  just  didn't  know  if  it  was 
sincere. 

Did  it  surprise  you  that  he  got  fired  by 
Paramount  Pictures? 

No,  I  heard  rumors  about  it  going  down, 
although  I  can’t  believe  how  up-front  they 
were  about  why  they  got  rid  of  him.  If  I 
were  his  publicist,  I  would  tell  him  to  stop! 
Stop  being  a  public  figure  and  try  to  stay 
in  the  background  for  a  little  while.  I  would 
tell  him  to  just  focus  on  his  movie  career. 
When  people  work  at  what  they're  good 
at.  they  always  do  well. 

Let’s  talk  about  Mel  Gibson. 

I  knew  you  were  going  to  bring  him  up! 

If  you  were  his  publicist,  how  would 
you  repair  his  reputation? 

I'd  quit!  That’s  too  tough!  I’d  quit  also  be¬ 
cause  I’m  Jewish.

T-shirt  that  asks  in  bold  white  print,  got  jesijs?  He  is  52  years  old,  with  a  bushy 
drooping  mustache  and  a  solid  frame.  He  is  a  truck  driver,  but  if  he  heard  you  say  as 
much  he  would  correct  you,  saying,  “I'm  an  18-wheel,  fast-moving  entrepreneur.'1

He  calms  down  a  little.  "Everything 
you  ever  bought,”  he  says  with  a  smile,

Another  trucker,  John  Isbell,  agrees. 
“If  no  trucks  ran  tomorrow,  our  econo¬ 
my — life  as  we  know  it — would  finish.” 

It’s  a  fair  point.  If  trucks  stopped  run¬ 
ning  tomorrow,  kitchen  cupboards  would 
be  depleted  within  just  a  few  days.  Soon 
after,  so  would  the  shelves  of  the  local 
supermarket. 

“I  mainly  haul  produce  out  of  Florida,” 
Isbell  says  as  he  polishes  his  truck. 
"When  I  ain't  on  the  road,  I  do  this— keep 
my  truck  clean.  If  I  weren't  doing  this" — 
he  flicks  his  head  toward  a  single-story 
brick  building  behind  him — Td  be  in 
there  all  day,  drinking  and  eating  and 
getting  fat.  I’d  rather  work  on  my  truck.  It 
keeps  me  active."

Two  days  ago,  Liljon,  his  dog  Knuck, 
and  his  truck,  the  “Faith  Express,”  pulled 
into  a  New  Jersey  truck  stop,  where  they 
have  been  waiting  ever  since  for  a  bro¬ 
ker  to  call  with  a  new  load.  Pointing  to 
the  sky,  Liljon  says,  "I  ain’t  going  any¬ 
where  until  ‘Daddy’  sees  fit  to  give  me  a 
load."  He  shrugs.  “It's  all  in  His  hands. 
There  isn’t  a  thing  I  can  do  about  it." 

On  any  given  night,  this  truck  stop  is 
overflowing  with  around  800  long-haul 
trucks.  Some  have  loads  onboard,  while 
others  have  completed  their  deliveries 
and  have  another  collection  booked.  But 
many  truckers,  like  Liljon,  sit  waiting  for 
their  next  call.  Some  will  go  wherever  the 
next  load  takes  them.  Others  are  hoping 
their  next  load  will  take  them  home;  in 
Liljon's  case,  to  Alabama  He  has  been 


on  the  road  for  five  months  straight. 

“I'm  a  prisoner  of  my  truck,”  he  says. 

But  in  November  I  get  probation. 
November  is  when  my  truck  is  paid  off." 

Liljon  walks  to  the  back  of  his  trailer, 
where  he  recites  a  verse  he  has  written 
on  the  back  doors.  It  reads,  You  can 
hide  our  Ten  Commandments  /  You  can 
take  God  out  of  our/ Pledge  of  Allegiance 
/  But  you  will  never  take  Jesus  Christ  / 
Out  of  our  hearts.  He  points  to  the  side  of 
his  plain  white  trailer.  Tm  trying  to  get  a 
sponsor  for  the  side  of  my  truck,”  he 
says.  "You  familiar  with  the  Good  Book? 
Well,  in  the  book  it  says  Jesus  Christ  is 
going  to  come  back  to  Earth.  He'll  be 
riding  a  white  horse.  The  Lord  Jesus  will 
have  fire  in  his  eyes  and  a  sword  held 
high.  The  horse  will  have  fire  in  his  eyes.” 


Jake  Scott's  truck  is  not  awesome  in  the 
spit-and-polished  sense.  But  like  Jake 
himself,  his  truck  is  awesome  in  an  icon¬ 
ic  American  way  The  1996  Kenworth 
looks  like  what  it  is:  a  workhorse.  Jake, 
whose  green,  sleeveless  checked  shirt 
sits  taut  across  his  barrel  chest,  has 
been  on  the  road  for  three  weeks.  He 
pulls  into  the  New  Jersey  truck  stop  for 
no  more  than  a  fresh  bottle  of  water  and 
a  hot  dog.  This  morning  he  dropped  a 
pallet  of  frozen  meatballs  in  Fort  Dix.  He 
is  about  to  set  off  to  collect  a  load  of 
powdered  milk  in  south  Philadelphia.  I  le 
will  drive  through  the  night  to  Janesville, 
Wisconsin,  for  a  10  a, m.  delivery. 

When  I  ask  Jake  if  he’d  like  to  take  a 
writer  and  photographer  with  him,  he 
smiles  and  says,  "Sure,  why  not?  I  could 
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use  the  company  to  stay  awake." 

Sacha  Marie,  the  photographer,  gets 
in  the  front  seat  with  him.  All  seems  to  be 
going  well  at  first.  Jake  is  talkative  and 
wastes  little  time  in  sharing  a  brief  history 
of  his  life.  But  then,  seeing  a  police  car 
cruising  alongside  us,  he  breaks  off  sud¬ 
denly.  I  know  they’re  going  to  pull  us," 
he  says.  "I  just  can’t  work  out  why  they 
haven’t  done  it  yet." 

The  police  car  follows  us  slowly  to  a 
tollgate.  Jake  leans  out  and  takes  a  tick¬ 
et.  As  we  pull  away,  we  see  another  po¬ 
lice  car  waiting  ahead  of  us. 

It  turns  out  that  since  9/If,  it's  illegal  to 
take  pictures  on  the  New  Jersey  Turn¬ 
pike.  We  are  told  this  as  Sacha  sits  hold¬ 
ing  his  medium-format  camera.  We  are, 
for  the  moment  at  least,  suspected  ter¬ 
rorists.  We  mount  a  quick  defense:  We 
didn’t  know  this  was  illegal.  We're  British. 
We  work  for  Penthouse. 

An  officer  says,  “I’m  calling  this  into 
the  FBI."  A  minute  later,  an  unmarked 
car  with  blacked*out  windows  idles  up 
behind  the  trailer  Jake  is  taken  away

and  Jake. 

Inside  the  truck,  Jake  is  laughing.  But 
for  a  minute  or  two,  the  three  of  us  sit 
back  in  a  moment  of  awe.  The  camera 
hadn’t  been  out  of  the  bag  more  than  a 
few  minutes  before  the  police  officer  saw 
it  from  below  in  his  car  and  we  were 
pulled  over.  It  strikes  me  as  rather  effec¬ 
tive  policing.  If  there  are  any  terrorists 
out  there  thinking  of  doing  some  recon 
on  the  Jersey  Turnpike,  my  advice  is, 
think  again. 

It  doesn’t  take  long  to  get  the  truck 
loaded  with  powdered  milk.  Its  about  a 
19-hour  drive  into  Wisconsin  now,”  Jake 
says.  "I  wanna  be  back  home  for  Memo¬ 
rial  Day  weekend,  too,  so  I'm  planning  to 


and  placed  in  the  back  of  a  squad  car.

As  soon  as  we  hit  the  highway,  Jake 
slips  in  a  Dr.  Dre  disc,  turning  down  the 
volume  after  a  few  tracks  to  tell  us  about 
the  time  he  fell  asleep  while  driving  and 
crashed  into  a  ditch  at  70  miles  per  hour. 
“The  truck  tipped  on  its  side  and  just  be¬ 
came  a  40-ton  missile,"  he  says.  ‘The 
glass  shattered  and  there  we  re  branch¬ 
es  and  glass  hitting  me  in  the  face.  I  had 
a  death  grip  on  the  wheel  and  I  thought  I 
was  about  to  die.  But  eventually  it 
stopped.  I  was  bleeding,  but  I  knew  I 
was  okay.  I  tried  the  radio,  but  it  was  bro¬ 
ken.  So  I  looked  around  for  my  hat, 
crawled  out  the  cab,  and  climbed  up  out 
of  the  ditch.” 


Jake  pulls  out  to  overtake  a  slow-mov¬ 
ing  Ford  Escort.  "I  tell  you,  though,  that 
was  adrenaline!”  he  continues.  “I  ain’t 
never  experienced  anything  like  it.  There 
ain't  a  drug  on  the  market  that  can  re¬ 
create  that.  If  I  thought  I  could  survive  a 
crash  like  that  again,  I’d  do  it  in  a  minute. 
I’d  put  this  truck  in  the  next  ditch  if  I  knew 
I  could  live  through  it." 

With  that  little  announcement  finished, 
Jake  turns  Dr.  Dre  back  up.  Loud! 

I  sense  I  have  been  asleep  in  the  back  of 
the  truck  cab  for  some  hours.  It  is  dark 
out.  The  windshield  is  splattered  with 
rain.  I  look  at  my  phone;  it’s  3  a.m.  “Can  I 
get  in  there  and  take  a  nap?”  Jake  asks. 

I  move  my  bags  off  the  bed  and  head 


to  the  front  of  the  truck.  “You  can  listen  to 
the  CB  for  a  while  if  you  like,"  he  says. 
“They  get  on  my  nerves  after  a  while,  but 
if  you  ain’t  used  to  it,  it  can  be  a  hoot." 

The  first  thing  we  hear  on  the  radio  is 
a  drawn-out  demonic  laugh,  like  the 
Wolfman  radio  deejay  from  the  movie 
American  Graffiti. 

Voice  one:  “You  better  watch  that  driv¬ 
er — he  gonna  wanna  hop  in  your  cab 
and  ask  you  to  watch  a  bootleg  copy  of 
Brokeback  Mountain  with  him. . . .  Hahaha 
...  You  gonna  wake  up  wondering  what 
that  strange  feeling  is  and  find  a  con¬ 
dom  hanging  out  of  your  ass.... 
Hahaha." 

Jake  calls  this  “CB  kung  fu." 

Female  voice:  “Any  drivers  looking  for 


some  ‘commercial  company?’  ” 

Voice  one:  “Commercial  Company, 
there's  an  orange  Peterbilt  in  the  back 
row.  But  watch  him,  sweetheart,  he's 
likely  to  break  it  off  in  ya  ass!” 

Later,  Jake  explains  that  the  back  row 
in  most  truck  stops  is  known  as  “party 
row."  It’s  where  you  go  if  you  want  some 
paid  sex  or  drugs. 

Jake  sleeps  for  an  hour  and  a  half  before 
walking  into  the  gas  station  for  a  bottle  of 
cold  water.  Back  in  the  truck,  he  pulls  out 
an  Alice  in  Chains  CD.  Then  we  head 
back  on  the  road.  Driving.  Driving. 
Driving.  The  sun  starts  to  come  up. 
Driving.  Driving.  We  hit  traffic  in  Chicago. 
Crawling.  Losing  time.  Crawling.  Losing 
lots  of  time.  Crawling. 

We  arrive  almost  two  hours  after  the 
ten  o'clock  delivery  slot.  On  a  normal 
day  this  could  signal  disaster,  but  today, 
the  Saturday  of  Memorial  Day  weekend, 
it  isn’t  too  bad.  Jake  unloads  pretty 
quickly,  but  he  loses  another  hour  wait¬ 
ing  for  paperwork  to  be  signed. 

The  good  news  is,  Jake's  next  load  will 
bring  him  home  to  Iowa. 

“Paper,"  he  says  matter-of-factly.  “And 
you  know,  after  costs,  I  make  maybe  1 1 
cents  a  mile  on  this  next  load — which,  to 
be  honest,  is  bullshit.  But  it  takes  me 
home,  and  I  want  to  be  home  for  the 
holiday  weekend.  The  broker  knows 
that,  too.  He  knows  I  have  two  choices: 
run  empty  and  stick  the  costs  up  my  ass. 
or  run  for  1 1  cents  a  mile  after  costs.  It’s 
swings  and  roundabouts,  though;  the 
load  that  had  me  going  out  of  Iowa  at  the 
beginning  paid  $1.50  per  mile  after 
costs....  Most  of  those  in  between  paid  a 
buck  a  mile." 

It's  2  p.m.  when  we  finally  get  on  our 
way  again.  Jake  won’t  make  it  in  time  to 
unload,  and  decides  to  hold  hts  delivery 
until  Sunday  morning.  The  mere  mention 
of  the  day  gives  all  of  us  in  the  cab  that 
sleepy  Sunday  feeling.  We  are  tired  of 
talking;  even  the  initial  novelty  of  having 
company  has  worn  off  for  Jake.  We  trun¬ 
dle  along  in  silence.  Looking  at  build¬ 
ings.  Monstrous  used-car  lots.  Trees. 
The  Mississippi  River.  The  setting  sun. 
Jake  talks  about  us  all  going  to  a  bar  at 
the  other  end  and  he  calls  his  girlfriend, 
telling  her  to  meet  us  there.  An  hour  later, 
he  calls  her  to  say  we  will  be  delayed  60 
minutes  An  hour  later,  he  calls  again. 

“We  ain't  gonna  make  it,”  he  says, 
and  bids  her  goodnight.  “She  didn’t 
sound  that  surprised,”  he  tells  us.  “That's 
generally  what  it’s  like.  Some  weeks 
you’re  trying  to  make  up  time  every  day 
but  because  of  accidents  or  bad  con¬ 
gestion  or  a  flat  or ...  you  end  up  losing 
time.  Sometimes  out  here,  it  feels  like 
you  lose  entire  days,  weeks,  and  you 
ain’t  never  gonna  get  them  back. 

“It's  not  a  job,"  he  says.  “It’s  a  lifestyle. 
You  accept  it,  or  you  go  crazy. "ch— h 
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Every  kid  thinks  his  parents 
are  weird,  and  most  of  them 
are  right.  But  most  haven’t 
spent  the  past  ten  years 
documenting  their  parents' 
antics  (which,  I  suppose,  is 
also  strange). 

My  mom  knows  the  birth¬ 
days  of  every  single  person 
in  my  entire  family.

The  military  is  determined 
not  to  repeat  its  mistake,  and 
has  made  a  major  effort  to 
understand  PTSD  for  troops 
in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan.  In 
the  process,  a  large  force  of 
experts,  both  civilian  and 
military,  have  concluded  that 
they  fully  understand  the  im¬ 
pact  combat  has  on  sol¬ 
diers — and  what  must  be 
done  to  prevent  permanent 
damage. 

Early  detection  and  treat¬ 
ment  are  the  keys  to  manag¬ 
ing  PTSD,  experts  say.  That 
means  unit  commanders 
must  be  trained  to  spot  the 
early  symptoms,  and  troops 
must  immediately  receive 
appropriate  treatment.  They 
also  have  determined  that 
troops  deal  more  success¬ 
fully  with  the  stress  of  com¬ 
bat  if  they're  trained  to  han¬ 
dle  it.  New  prep  methods 
expose  troops  to  ‘'stress- 
training"  scenarios  that  incor¬ 
porate  the  kind  of  trauma 
they'll  face  in  war.  Once  sol¬ 
diers  are  actually  exposed  to 
combat,  morale  is  a  critical 
factor— regular  contact  with 
home,  periodic  R&R.  decent 
food  and  living  conditions, 
and  confidence  in  their  im¬ 
mediate  superiors  all  impact 
soldiers’  abilities  to  deal  with 
war. 

Although  PTSD  remains 
difficult  to  diagnose  (espe¬ 
cially  when  soldiers  are  reluc¬ 
tant  to  admit  they’re  suffering 
from  it),  the  military  believes  it 
is  much  more  prepared  to 
recognize  the  early  signs. 


Interestingly,  the  experts 
have  learned  that  women 
handle  PTSD  much  better 
than  men.  This  is  mainly  be¬ 
cause  women  are  much 
more  inclined  to  talk  out  their 
stress  and  feel  less  shame 
about  seeking  psychological 
help  than  men.  That  conclu¬ 
sion  has  further  demolished 
some  old  military  folk  wis¬ 
dom — that  women  shouldn’t 
be  assigned  to  combat  units 
because  they  can’t  handle 
the  stress  of  war. 


Just  Say  No 
The  sharp  increase  in  the 
number  of  soldiers,  marines, 
and  airmen  who  are  seeking 
conscientious-objector  status 
is  another  example  of  how 
the  long  war  in  Iraq  is  caus¬ 
ing  personnel  problems.  The 
impact  these  protesters  will 
have  on  retention  is  unknown, 
though  the  Pentagon  admits 
that  the  number  of  military 
personnel  requesting  infor¬ 
mation  on  how  to  apply  for 
such  status  is  growing. 


Legally,  conscientious- 
objector  status  refers  to  a 
member  of  the  military  who 
no  longer  wants  to  serve  be¬ 
cause  of  moral  or  religious 
beliefs.  It’s  no  surprise  that 
the  military  presents  hurdles 
to  anyone  seeking  this  clas¬ 
sification,  Primarily,  appli¬ 
cants  must  prove  an  objec¬ 
tion  to  all  wars,  not  a  particu¬ 
lar  war.  Requests  are  ana¬ 
lyzed  by  a  special  investigat¬ 
ing  officer,  who  leads  appli¬ 
cants  through  rigorous  ex¬ 
aminations  invigilated  by 
chaplains  and  psychiatrists. 
Next,  the  investigating  officer 
prepares  a  report  for  the  com¬ 
manding  officer,  who  makes 
the  final  decision.  The  pro¬ 
cess  takes  up  to  18  months, 
during  which  time  applicants 
must  continue  to  serve  with 
their  units  (though  they’re  not 
required  to  use  weapons). 

The  number  of  applicants 
has  nearly  quadrupled,  to 
almost  2.000  a  year  since 
200 1 ,  but  the  rate  of  approv¬ 
als  has  remained  about  50 
percent.  Pentagon  officials 
say  that  statistic  is  somewhat 
misleading,  since  a  signifi¬ 
cant  number  of  soldiers  who 
apply  decide  to  withdraw 


their  applications  and  return 
to  combat-duty  status. 

Still,  the  upward  trend  is 
worrisome.  Military  officials 
are  considering  new  regula¬ 
tions  that  would  extensively 
document  whether  new  re¬ 
cruits  have  any  moral  or  reli¬ 
gious  objections  to  fighting  in 
a  war.  In  other  words,  if  you 
don’t  object  to  killing  another 
human  being  before  putting 
on  the  uniform,  forget  about 
asserting  any  such  moral 
qualm  later.CH— a
